because of a heavy scum of algae, 
and difficulty with clogged water 
filters is being experienced by 
eral paper mills. 


Nothing can be done to save the 


fish and conditions will not change 
unless there is a heavy rain or a 
shift in the wind, according to Emi] 
Kramer, 
conservation 
warden. 


Sluice gates at the government 
dam at Menasha were opened Wed- 
nesday night for a time in an ef- 
fort to relieve the situation, but 
the action was fruitless. 


A conservation department biolo- 
gist reported that the algae takes 
up oxygen from the water on sunny 
days and does not give it off unless 
the sky is clouded or it rains.

New York—Although baseball has had its weak moments, it has been 


for almost 40 years much cleaner than our government, politics, business 
and courts. The same people who have only mildly and temporarily re- 
sentedtrookedness in public and industrial life demand absolute honesty 


„ in baseball on the field and have approved the imposition ot-the life or 
death sentence on the few ball players who have 
been caught throwing, or sloughing, ball games for 
. bribes or to win bets against their own teams. 


A multitude of Americans can rattle off the names 


of the crooked membe/s of the 1919' White Sox who 
threw the World Series to the Cincinnati Reds in a 
deal with Arnold Kothstein and Honest Abe Attell, 
although no betrayal of pifblic trust 'was involved in 
that scandal The rarity of the offense made it his- 
toric. A few, perhaps a half dozen, others have'been 
ruled out for life since then—some by direct action, 
others by the negative process ol the blacklist 


Many judges have been revealed as crooks, and 


the crookedness of others has been generally ack- 
nowledged but without any great public demand for 
punishment in the same space of time that has-failed to produce a single 
instance of collusion or bride taking on the part of a major league um- 
pire. The umpires turned square around 1900 when they were given pro- 
tection from crooked club owners who, up to that time, would demand 
the assignment of certain umpires to their games and object to the as- 
signment of men who were impar- 
tial. 


The game on the field must be 


distinguished, however, from the 
game in the board room. Because 
the American conscience justifies 
certain kinds of dealing in business 
which would "be condemned as out- 
rageously crooked on the field the 
magnates can get away with prac- 
tices •which are rank violations of 
the code set for the player. 
Standards Aren't So 
High for the Owner 


Some years ago a poor.-ignorant, 


drunken hillbilly was driven out 
of baseball in national disgrace be- 
cause he offered to go fishing for 


< a few days when his club, which 


was the Giants, was playing the 
Cardinals. The idea was ihat if he 
didn't go fishing he probably would 
pitch against the Cardinals and 


, beat them. He wanted a few dol- 
lars from the Cardinals for vanish- 
ing thus opportunely, and when his 


> proposition was made public there 


was a terrible scandal 
Yet the 


same didn't even blink when Har- 
ry Frazee sold the best players of 
the Boston club, including Babe 
Ruth, to the Yankees—which deal, 
in effect, amounted to the same 
thing. This pitcher offered to weak- 
en his club temporarily. Frazee not 
merely weakened but just about 
destroyed 
his club and for the 
same reason, money, but 
much 
more of it 


Players are forbidden to hang 


around racetracks or associate with 
bookmakers or gamblers. But one 


club was owned for a long time 
by a man who had been a profes- 
sional gambler, and another be- 
longed to a financial adventurer 
who had run a highly questionable 
racetrack and included among its 
corporate officers a politician who 
resigned from the bench rather 
than face investigation. I believe 
he still owns stock in the ball club. 
Player Reformation 
Dates Back to 1877 


In its early days and up to the 


'80s baseball had a terrible reputa- 
tion^ Pool-selling was openlv con- 
ducted in most of the ball" yard's 
and it was commonly understood 
that many of the players were tak- 
ing bribes from the gamblers. Riots 
were common and the morals of 
the game were so low that it may 
be assumed that some of the urn- j 
pires were crooks, too. But in 1877 I 
four members of the Louisville i 
club were expelled for life in deep 
disgrace for dealings with gam- 
blers, and the reformation dates 
from that time. 
j 


The old scandals of baseball are \ 
worth citing only by way of show- 
ing how rare they are and how! 
exacting we are toward baseball * 
by contrast with our indifference 
to crookedness in public life. Cor- 
ruption in elections, on the bench 
and in other public office is a men- 
ace to the government and the na- 
tion itself, whereas no particular 
harm is done if a ball player 
throws a game for a bribe. Indeed, 
it would seem to be no offense at 
all, because at worst an employe

New Tork grand jury against four men 
and a woman for conspiring to aid the 
notorious Lepke, fugitive racketeer, are 
of Interest and consequence in that they 
presage some legal pioneering. 


Prosecutor Dewey says that his only 


evidence that these accused persons "har- 
bored a fugitive from justice," the crim- 
inal act of which they are accused, is 
that they knew Lepke was • biding out 
from the law and yet they sent him 
money. 


We think the public should be particu- 


larly satisfied to see prosecutors every- 
where, and particularly Mr. Dewey and 
Attorney General Murphy, laying heavy 
stress upon the "mop-up" after 
every 


crime. Credit also must be given to those 
federal prosecutors a few years ago--who 
handled the case against notorious pub- 
lic enemies and ended their careers for- 
ever. 


It is not only a matter of vindication 


of the law but one of the simplest com- 
mon sense. A fugitive from justice is 
practically defenseless unless he can re- 
ceive assistance. Someone must hide* him 
out. 
Someone must 
bring 
him food. 


Someone must make transportation pos- 
sible. 


The conclusion by every prosecutor that 


a fugitive who has avoided capture for 
any length of time has been assisted must 
inevitably follow. 
Long prison 
terms 


doled out to those who have actually tak- 
en arms up against their government by 
participating in a felon's avoidance of ar- 
rest is both the fair administration of 
justice and the dignifying of the govern- 
ment and its representatives for alert- 
ness and intelligence. 


Eventually the fugitive will become 


as was the leper in days of old when 
people recoiled at sight of one declaring, 
"Unclean! Unclean!" 


Mr. Dewey's assertion that the mere 


sending of money to a known fugitive 
is a participation in the illegal act of har- 
boring him has the sound of logic. If it 
sticks fugitives may prefer leprosy.

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 


In the first "war week" of twenty-five years 


ago, Europe's actual hostilities did not begin un- 
til Aug 1 and 2; but war had become a cer- 
tainty on July 31, and on that day the world's 
great markets made hurried preparations to 
withstand the shock. The Vienna Stock Ex- 
change had closed on July 27; the Brussels 
Stock Exchange had followed suit; the Paris 
Bourse had closed on the 28th and Berlin on the 
29th. There were left open among the greater 
exchanges on the morning of July 31, 1914, only 
London and New York, of which the one had 
never closed in any previous emergency and 
the other only for a few days during the New 
York panic of 1873. Perhaps the stock market 
was at no time a more accurate barometer of 
the financial situation than when the London 
atock Exchange shut down for an indefinite pe- 
riod on July 31 and the New York Exchange, 
alter giving out earlier notice that it would not 
close, had to do the same. It did not open, even 
for restricted trading, until Dec 12. 
<fcThl\SU!ipension of stock exchange business 
larpugnout the world was partly because of the 


danger incurred by leaving open a market on 
which would converge a panic whost scope 
could not be measured beforehand. But the clos- 
ing was made all the more peremptory because, 
if London, stayed open, sales from the whole 
European community, including enemy coun- 
tries, would converge on it, and because New 
York, if its stock exchange alone refused to 
close, would confront an avalanche of sales 
from European holders of the two to three 
billions of American securities which could no 
longer be marketed in Europe. 


Such was the story of July 31, 1914. What 


followed in the world's money markets was a 
series of hurried emergency expedients, which 
included not only left-handed issue of fiat 
money by Continental states (through issue of 
central bank notes secured by increasing gov- 
ernment borrowings), but also a moratorium on 
maturity of the huge home and foreign obliga- 
tions of London banking houses, a temporary 10 
per cent Bank of England rate, and issue of Brit- 
ish "currency notes" with security collateral, to 
replace the previous hand-to-hand circulation of 
gold coin, now hoarded. In the United States 
$211,788,000 
clearing-house 
certificates 
and 


$363,632,000 "Aldrich emergency currency notes" 
were issued before November, when the Fed- 
eral Reserve came into action. 


How much of all this would be repeated if, at 


some future date, European war were to break 
out again? Probably the banking problem 
would be solved more quickly. Much was learn- 
ed from the experience of 1914; and, during re- 
cent years, international credit entanglements 
between London and the Continent have been 
greatly reduced in volume. What action the 
stock exchanges would take is not altogether 
easy to foresee. Europe is today a large holder 
of American securities; but those securities 
have been purchased largely as a refuge for 
European capital, not, as in days before 1914, 
to balance an international account adverse to 
America. Foreign banks and governments now 
have very large credit balances in this coun- 
try-much of it in the form of "earmarked 
gold. On these funds they would draw un- 
doubtedly. But there would still remain the 
motive of leaving the capital m this country 
lor safe-keeping even in the event of Euro- 
pean war,—New .York Times.

Chamberlain Policy 


The Chamberlain policy has been 


one of deliberate procrastination in 
order to bring the military prepar- 
ations up to such a point that the 
axis powers would not dare to force 
a war on Europe. There Is no sign 
that the British government has 
any wish to let the crisis in Eu- 
rope materialize to the point of 
war at this ttme. 


The Danzig question is by no 


means unsolvable. The addition of 
extra demands, such as the Inclu- 
sion of the Polish corridor, may be 
taken to mean that the Berlin gov- 
ernment recognizes the position of 
the 
Chamberlain 
government, 


which cannot assent to the return 
of Danzig to Germany except as a 
part of a general peace program. 
The Hitler strategy, therefore, has 
been to ask for more than will be; 
given, especially since it is apparent; 
that some kind of solution will be' 
formulated by diplomatic confer-1 
ence of Britain, Prance, Gennany 
and Poland. 


The mere fact that Hitler has put 


out new demands is perhaps the 
best indication that a diplomatic 
or bargaining process is anticipated 
by Berlin rather than a beginning 
of actual hostilities. Somewhat the 
same attitude may be expected from 
Poland, whose government cannot 
publicly indicate a willingness to 
compose the Danzig question at this 
stage of the game when it is not 
known how far the German de- 
mands really might go. 


Strict Neutrality

In many places farmers 
have 


made war on crows, but the birds 
have lived through it all, and there 
probably are more of them today 
than a -century ago.

At the cry of alarm, 
they fly quickly out of range. 


Crows often eat sprouting com. 


and this is the main reason they 
have obtained a bad name among 
farmers.

many kinds of wild birds,

making raids on poultry. 


On the good side, we may say 


this for crows — they eat great 
numbers of harmful worms 'and 
insects. They destroy cutworms, 
white grubs, weevils and grass- 
hoppers.

Crows ;hest far and wide over 


this continent, but those which .nest 
in Canada usually fly to the United 
States to spend the winter. Some. 
of the winter colonies are 'of. vast 
size, and may contain from 50.000 
to 100,000 crows. 


Crows of one kind or 
another 


are found on every continent in 
the world* except . South America. 
South America has jays, which are 
close relatives of crows, and which 
are classed in the same bird group. 
Australia has black - and - white 
crows which pipe or whistle; 


A year and a half ago, I was 


in Ceylon, and spent some time as 
a patient 
in a 
hospital there. 


Among' the visitors were quite a 
number of crows.:i They flew into 
the open passageway beside my 
room, making many trips in and 
out each day. They seemed to have 
no fear of the 'nurses, doctors or 
anyone else about the hospital. 


Crows in Ceylon often 
enter 


houses, seize, food on the dinner- 
. table, and carry it away. They have 
been known to pick up such ob- 
jects "as napkins, handkerchiefs and 
kid gloves.

A woman in Ceylon was once 


much startled when a knife with 
a blood-stained blade, ^dropped from 
the air and landed near her. Look- 
ing up she saw a crow— the bird 
had visited a kitchen and had pick- 
ed up a knife recently used for 
cutting fresh meat.
